W a sh in g to n , July IO—General Raum 
is daily receiving the annuli reports from 
the Internal-Revenue Collectors of the 
country for the last fiscal year. The result 
of the returns thus far shows that every 
dollar of the internal revenue bas been 
collected. Last year the entire amount, 
with the exception of an aggregate of 
$2,500, was cjllected aod the bonds were 
good for even that sum. This year the result 
is certain to be batter. There has been a 
marked Improvement iu the administra­ 
tion of the Revenue Bureau in some of 
the Southern States. 
Tne Fifth North 
Carolina Collection District has heretofore 
been one of the worst in the country. The 
collections for the last fiscal year haye in ­ 
creased $300,000, and 
130 illicit dis­ 
tilleries in 
that 
district 
alone have 
been destroyed. 
That was done by the aid 
ot Deputy Marshals who cannot be em­ 
ployed In the coming fiscal year. Tne 
effect of the tailure of the Democrats to 
make the necessary appropriations to ex­ 
ecute the Federal laws may be seen from a 
study of that one district alone. Thera is 
nothing now to prevent these 130 illicit 
distilleries from being established, as there 
is no ciyil police power to enforce the 
Revenue laws, and the army cannot be 
used as a posse comitatus.

A Llucole anecdote is told by a corre­ 
spondent cl the Decatur Sun. iViiilc Jud^o 
Logan, of ^pnoglield, Illinois, was Lin­ 
coln's partner, two farmers, who bad a 
misunderstand'rg respecting a horse trade. 
Went to law. 
By mutual consent the part­ 
ners rn law became antagonists in this case. 
On the day ct the trial Mr. Logan, haying 
bougnt a new shirt open in the back, with 
a huge standing collar, dressed himself in 
extreme haste, and put on the shirt with 
the bosom at the back, a linen coat con­ 
cealing the blunder. 
Ile dazzled the jury 
w ith his knowledge of "horse points/’ and, 
as the day was sultry, took oil his coat and 
summed up in his skirt sleeves. 
Lincoln, 
sitting behind him, took in the situation, 
and wnen his turn came, remarked to the 
jury: 
'‘Gentlemen, Mr. Logan has been

mit to you (here he luted Logan out of his 
cnair, and turning bim with bis back to 
the jury aud the crowd, at the same lime 
flipping up tho enormous standing collar), 
what dependence eau you place in his 
horse knowledge when he has not sense 
enough|to put on his shirt ?” The roars of 
laughter that greet-ted this exhibition, and 
the verdict that Lincoln got soon atter, 
gave Logan a permanent prejudice against 
“bosom shirts.”

IV o u i en VV ho N ever Go O u tsid e T h eir 
O w n B o o r s . 
From a Damascus Letter to the Boston Trav­ 
eller. 
Aller a few moments Madame Mcsbaka 
entered, making excuses lor her husband’s 
absence, througu our interpreter, and re­ 
questing most earnestly that we would 
make our visit to her, aud soon sending lur 
her sister, who spoke French, we spent 
halt an hour Very enjoyably with them. 
They are Syrian women of the best type, 
with line, brght faces and m European 
dress, that o! our hostess being an embroi­ 
dered white wrapper, wild red silk girdle 
about her waist, and, like her sister, arti­ 
ficial flowers in her hair, which latter is 
an almost universal custom with these 
people ii dressed with any pretentions 
Even little girls, when appearing “dressed 
up," all have artificial flowers on their 
heads. 
Both ladies, when they entered, 
had over their slippers wooden clogs, 
which 
are 
used 
by 
the 
peasantry, 
and 
slipped 
them 
oil beiore stepping on the carpet; aud, ic ­ 
ier! lug to this custom, they said “ they 
were put on when crossing the court­ 
yard, lruin habit, as it was often damp, and 
thus their feet were raised above the 
ground.” 
We thought these must be difficult to 
walk with, but they were much amused al 
the idea, aud produced a pair which were 
much higher than any we had seen, saying 
’That those were the kind a lady wore just 
atter marriage, to make her look tall and 
ct more importance than heretofore, raising 
her at least a toot above the ground, but 
they weie only worn a short time.” I sup­ 
pose she meant until her friends were luny 
impressed with her importance. Referring 
to our lree, uutrameled Hie, Madame—put­ 
ting her bands to her mouth several times 
and throwing them out gracefully—said : I 
"How happy we must be to be able to smell j 
the wind.” {She did not doubt but that in j 
the three days we had passed in Damascus I 
we had seen more than she had seen in all 
her life. 
According to the custom of her race, the 
women almost n^ver go outside of their J 
own doors. 
Having been married at 14, J 
she is now, at 
the mother of five or six 
children, and shut up with them within | 
these walls from one year’s end to another. 
We sympathized with her most heartily 
when she sighed over the dullness of the j 
hie it was tneir lot to lead.

these j 
who have kuown no better, as we know It j 
would be for us unless it became a neces- j 
sity from ill health. 
The other call we [ 
made was on a wealthy Jewish family, the I 
house being cl the same general design, J 
and fitted up with great elegance, the 
walls beiDg made up ot rare marbles, and j 
spaces between the windows built to Imi- j 
tate temples with arched roofs and {slender ' 
pillars. 
A fountain rn the saloon makes ll 1 
as cool and fresh as if we had entered an- i 
other country, alter coming from* the hot, 
dusty street. 
Here the lemalcs were sll robed in calico | 
cr cambric, but the mother wore about J 
her neck a rare collection ct pearls, and, 
the guide said, "if one called on their 
Munday 
they 
would 
be 
tidily 
arrayed 
and 
decorated 
diamonds.” 
They were very 
cordial, 
and entertained us as best they could, of­ 
fering coffee as they had done at the Con­ 
sulate. 
And ii time had permitted, other 
houses would have been open to us.

ride around the city and see the old walls, j 
Laving the house of Naatnan pointed out ; 
and the place where St. Paul was let down 
in a basket from the wall; a pltce of the old j 
Roman highway where he was converted, 
and in a small church the place where he 
was baptized. 
All of which were very in­ 
teresting, as well as the different quarters 
ct the city—Christian, Jewish, and Mob 
lem —through which we passed.

It is no new thing here in the East for 
sweet sixteen letniuity to espouse decrepit 
three-score year and ten masculinity, but 
out West it seems to De considered re­ 
markable ; so when such a match occurred 
the Rocky Mountain News sett a reporter 
to interview toe young lady.

A WALKING MYSTERY. 
She tells her story placidly, noting its 
ellcct on the listener with a furtive giauce 
now aud then; repeats it, rather, as a little 
girl repeats a fairy tale, with no apparent 
interest in the extraordinary romance she 
is relating. A lineal descendent of Anneke 
Jans and one of the old family of the 
Sauxay8, this woman, now about 45 years 
of age, pretends to have passed 15 years In 
an insane asylum at or near Baltimore; to 
have been kidnapped into such an Institu­ 
tion a few months after her marriage with 
one Captain Keith, of the Uuited States 
Navy, separated from an infant daughter, 
whom she saw but once during 15 yeara 
of detention; and finally liberated by spe­ 
cial appeal to the United Stated military 
authorities durmg the period when mili­ 
tary rule was dominant in the South. 
Strange as the narrative seems, the placid 
romancer produces some verifying data

This woman was born and married in 
the old Sanxay family mansion In this city, 
30 years ago. The house was situated upon 
or near the thoroughfare now designated 
Elizabeth street, and the family property 
at the espousal by Captain Keith consisted 
mainly ot a large ancestral estate in this 
city. Captain Keith was a native of Balti­ 
more, and removed his young wife thither 
very soon after marriage. 
For two years 
the life of the young couple was a new 
Version of the story of Eden in fashionable 
costume. Then Captain Keith was ordered 
on duty for a long jaunt in Asiatic seas, 
leaving his youug wile and infant daughter 
In an elegant Baltimore home.
